Whereas, the Department of Defense of the United States of America 
end th* federel Minister of Defense of the Federal ftepublie of 
Germany, hereinafter referred to *e the Parties, neve considered 
too provisions ©oncoming medieal tad dental cere in paragraphs S 
end 7, Article IX, of the Agreement of the Forties to the North 
At lent ie Treaty Regarding the Status of Their Forces, done in 
London on 19 June 1*51, end 

Whereas, the levs end regulations of the United states provide 
that inpatient medical care in Department of Define a medical 
treatment facilities say be furnished without cost to foreign 
force members end their dependents who ere stationed in the United 
States; provided that the foreign force member's government Bake* 
available comparable care for a comparable number of United States 
force neither* end their dependents in its country, and 

Whereas, the Parties have determined that appropriate conditions 
exist to assure that comparable care to cooparable numbers shall 
be ease available by each Party, end 

Wheraas, the Military Departments of the United States Depaitmsjftt 
of Defense have agreed to make available the health care specified 
in this Agreement, subject to their regulations, 

How, therefore, the Parties egree as follows! 



Article X 
General 

1. This Agreement sppliee to military force members, civilian 
component employees, end their accompanying dependents: 

e- of the federal Republic of Germany who ere stationed in the 
United states, end 



b. of "custodial unit*" of the United States ar»ed forces (*a 
defined in Annex A to this Agreement) supporting Bundeswehr 
units and stationed in ths Federal Republic of Germany. 

2. Certain term* used in this Agreement art defined in Annex A to 
this Agreement. 

3 . Restrictions on ths scops of health ear* sad* available under 
this Agreement are specified in Annex B to this Agreement. 



Article ZI 

Health car* to be Had* Available by the United States 

Except as specified in Annex B to this Agreement, the Department 
of Defense of the United States of America shall maXe available: 

a. For military force members of the Federal Republic of Germany, 
outpatient and inpatient medical and dental care in Department 
of Defense treatment facilities, and supplemental care ss 
defined in paragraph 5 of Annex A to this Agreaaent without 
cost (except for a subsistence surcharge (paragraph 4 of 
Annex A to this Agreement), if applicable)* 

b. For dependents accompanying those military force members; 

(1) outpatient and inpatient medical care in Department of 
Defense treatment facilities, end supplemental care as 
defined in paragraph 5 of Annex A to this Agreement without 
cost (except for a subsistence surcharge (paragraph 4 of 
Annex A to this Agreement) , if applicable) t 

(2) dental care in Department of Defense treatment f acuities, 
without cost, to the same extent that such ears is^aade 
available to the dependents' of United Ststes force members. 

c. For civilian component employees, and their accompanying 
dependents, emergency care in Department of Defense treatment 



facilities, at the cost prescribed in regulations of the 
Military Department providing the care* 

Article III 

Health Cere to be Made Available by the Federal Republic of 

Germany 

Except am specified in Annex B to this Agreement, the Federal 
Minister of Defense of the Federal Republic of Germany shall make 
available: 

For United States military force *e*bers and their accompanying 
dependents, and Civilian component employee! and their 
accompanying dependents, outpatient and inpatient medical and 
dental care in Federal Minister of Defense treatment facilities, 
and supplemental care as defined in paragraph 5 of Annex A to this 
Agreement without cost (except for a subsistence surcharge 
(paragraph 4 of Annex A to this Agreement) , if applicable). 

Article IV 
Administration 

The provisions of this Agreement shall be administered by the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States Army Europe, for the United 
States Army, the Commander-in-Chief, United States Air Forces 
Eur op*, for the United States Air Force, and the Federal Republic 
of Germany Office of Defense Administration , Washington, DC, for 
the Faderal Republic of Germany, 

Article V 
Dispute Resolution 

Questions relating to interpretation of the provisions of this 
Agreement , or disagreement ever implementation of this Agreement, 
shall be referred for mutual resolution to the Assistant Secretary 



of Defense for Health Affairs of the United States, and the 
Federal Minister of Defense of the Federal Mepublie of Germany. 
Disputes or disagreement* shall not be referred to third parties 
for review or resolution. 



Article VI 



1* She Parties vill modify appropriate existing agreements by 
referring to this Agreement. 

2. This Agreement say be amended by mutual written agreement of 
the Parties. 

3. This Agreement cones into effect three months after the date of 
last signature and will remain in effect for five years unless 
terminated by either Party by giving six months' written notice 
to the other Party.
